Dear Chief Hanssont 

I helieve in oonmending a man vihen he deserves it. Suoh a 
man is Officer J. D. Tlppii: . badge No. 848. I have never before 
received a traffic summons for speeding, but I have heard many 
people tell how impolite policemen can be when issueing them, es- 
pecially for speeding. I cane through your city violating your 
law at 5i30 in the morning. Officer Tippit was v ery polit e and 
court eous. He patiently explained what I had done wrong and was 
never^even "gruff . 1 believe that this is unusual at 5i30 in the 
morning, after probably working all night. My faith in and respect 
for police officers has been renewed. 

I do have two suggestions to offer. In driving through Dallas 
yesterday momini; on my way to Fort Worth, I was almost involived in 
an accident three or four times by other drivers cutting out of their 
lanes into mine. I do not know if this is a violation of your law or 
not, but it is extremely dangerous unless the other driver makes a 
hand signal. This seemed to be quite coumon with no attempt at correct- 
ion. The other suggestion is that on highway 80 (business route) you 
place some larger signs telling the speed limit. I entered the city 
and th^re was a large sign saying, "Speed limit 40 miles per hour." 
As I continued on toward town, I did not notice any other speed signs. 
I had noticed before that on the traffic signals there were signs 
saying that ihe traffic signals were set for 30 miles per hour. After 
my arrest, I looked at the nfexb traffic signal and I saw in rather 
small lettering, "Speed limit, 30." Here in Longview, highway 80 
has a speed limit of 40 until you come into town and it is reduced 
to 35, bub tiiere are several large signs telling out of town drivers, 
littien you are use to this speed and driving in a strange city, it is 
good to have large signs telliA^ you the speed limit. 

I have sent a similar letter to Judge O'Brien with By eheck 
for $10.00, tiie amount of my fine.

The following report is subnitted for your inforaation. 

TJhile assigned to District 101 we received an attei^t suicide call 
at 111 H. Bishop. Ob out arriiral it was found that this was a disturbance 
involving arrested party. Sgt. W. G. Jennings was present at this call. 

The arrested party was handcuffed and brought to the City Jail for 
Disturbing the Peace. On our arrival in the Jail upstairs the handcuffs 
were removed as the prisoner was quiet. While writing vp the arrest 
sheets the prisoner struck Officer J. D. Tippit in the right eye with his 
fist. The prisoner was subdued and received minor scratches about his 
face. Arrested party was treated in the jail by Police Energenoy Doctor 
and released to be placed in Jail, charged with Disturbing the Peace and 
Investigation of Aggravated Assault on Police Officer. 

Officer Tippit was treated at Parkland Hospital for a snail laceration 
above right eye and released for duty. 

Witnesses to this incident were Officer S. 0. Littlejohn and H. L. 
McGee.

Subject: Nomination of Officer J. D. Tippit 
for Superior Award. 


Officer J. D. Tippit has been with the department since July 28, 1952. 
He has worked in the Radio Patrol Division since his graduation from 
police recruit school. 

Patrolmn Tippit has a broad knowledge of police work and it is his 
desire to perform his duty in a manner to bring credit to the depart- 
ment and himself. His knowledge of police work and his ^i'^^'^y 
on younger partners has been used to a good advantage m breaking in newer 
officers. 

Officer Tipx)it is well liked by his associates and gets along good with all 
the men who have worked with him. All the officers who know Officer Tippit 
have a high regard for him and respect his judgement. 

Officer Tit)pit is a devoted family man and very fond of his two children. 
He ST^ends most of his off duty time with his family and they usually plan 
their activities and trips where they can attend together. Officer Tippit 
attends church with his family when his off duty hours permit. 

The initiative of Officer Tippit is best expressed by his work record and 
his desire to do extra police work to help better himself in his neighbor- 
hood surroundings. The desire of this n^an to better himself m his chosen 
profession and to be a well liked and respected family rran is evident to 
his associates. 

0"ficer Tippit is keen in his observation of all unusual incidents on his 
district and he makes every effort to become as familiar with his district 
as possible. 

Officer TiDpit was not able to work the last two months of 1956 because of 
an iniury 'sustained while on duty. He made 911 total arrests during the _ 
ten months he was able to work. He r,mde 348 jail arrests, issued 524 moving 
traffic violations and issued 38 parking tickets. This excellent work record 
was accomplished on district 104, which is primarily a residentail section 
of town. 

Officer Tippit was outstanding with his judgement and quick thinking during 
1956. 

On April 28, 1956 at approximately 8:30 P. K. Officer Tippit and his partner 
received a radio call to meet complainant regarding a demented person, upon

their arrival, Tippit was told by complainant that her husband was inside 
the house Irmed vlth an ice pick and had run her out of the house, threaten- 
ing to kill her and himself. 

The complainant stated she thought her husband vas crazy and vrlshed the 
officers to disarm him and see that he got medical attention, .his request 

brought an iio.iediato response from Officer Tippit and his partner and, as 
they Intered the house, the demented person stabbed bo.h officers with an 
ice pick. Officer Tippit was stabbed in the stomach and the knee, ihe 
demented person was subdued by force and was not injured at all. Oilioer 
Tippit and his partner faced a great da.iger in an outstanding performance 

of police duty. Their only thought was to subdue the demented person 
viithout injuring him. 

On September 2, 1956 at approximately 12:30 A. K. Officer Tippit and his 
partner checked out for routine investigation at klX West Commerce. _ 
They observed a white male inside this place, who appeared to be intoxicated 
and asked him to accompany them outside. This person was sitting at a booth 
and as he got up, he drew a gun from his belt and told the officers to 
"stick 'em up." He had the gun pointed at Officer Tippio's face and as _ 
Tiprdt and his partner backed up a little the suspect pulled the trigger in 
an attempt to shoot Officer Tippit. The gun was an automatic and evidently 
one of the safety locks was still in position because the gun didn * lij;e. 
Officer Tippit and his partner drew their service revolvers ana fired at 
the man until he fell. Officer Tippit advised his partner to call for an 
ambulance and tell the dispatcher what had happened. Officer Tippit 
immediately locked the business to hold the witnesses. 

This person was dead on arrival at the hospital and was later identified 
as Leonard Garland, who was wanted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
for an offense he committed in another state. 

Officer Tippit did not have an accident in 1956. Tinpit is a careful and 
courteous driver and sets a good example w3th his driving. 

Officer Tippit has not had disciplinary action taken against him since 
entering the dgpairtment. 

The excellent iudgement and quick thinking of Officer Tippit has been 
consistant throughout the year of 1956. The action and performance of 
duty by Officer Tippit during 1956 deserves recognition.

At 4:55 P. M., January 22, 1958, while working District 105, wa left our 
car without notifying the dispatcher by radio and went into the office of 
Dr. Harold A, ^fa.ttson at 600 "orth Bishop. Officer Tippit had an appoint- 
ment with the doctor to have some x-rays taken of an old ice pick wound 
sustained on duty. We intended to call the dispatcher hy telephone from 
inside the doctor's office. 

The telephone in the doctor's office was being used when we went into the 
office. We waited for about fifteen minutes and were then told that the 
x-rays could not be taken at the appointed time.
